Owners and staff at 
hotels, bars and clubs in 
Welshpool will be working 
with police officers to en¬ 
sure the night time economy 
runs smoothly and safely. 

There are currently 22 
people excluded from 24 li¬ 
censed premises in the area, 
and anyone else behaving 
in a criminal or anti-social 
manner in the build-up to 
Christmas and over the fes¬ 
tive period could also find 
themselves banned, police 
have warned. 

But officers have pointed 
out that Welshpool has seen 
a reduction in alcohol re¬ 
lated violent crime over the 
last few years 

Constable Jim Baines 
said: “The Behave or Be 
Banned Scheme plays a sig¬ 
nificant part in this down¬ 
ward trend and ensures that 
Welshpool is a safe place to 
go out and socialise. 

“Unfortunately there are 
a minority of people who 
spoil it for the majority. 
The BoBB scheme aims to 
restore the balance by ban¬ 
ning the offenders and mak¬ 
ing Welshpool a safe place 
for people to go out and 
enjoy themselves.” 

Two appear 
in court over 
raid charges 

TWO people have appeared 
at crown court charged in 
connection with an armed 
raid on the Corner Shop at 
Morda near Oswestry. 

Jamie Watkiss, 28, and 
Angela Colohan, 30, both 
face allegations of robbery

Cllr Kaye, who runs steel fabrication firm 
Multi Services Wales Ltd, added: “The more 
people can use local shops and services, the bet¬ 
ter.

It means businesses can employ 
more people, probably local people, which puts 
more money into the local economy.”

Former 

teacher's 

conduct 

criticised 

A FORMER teacher at 
Oswestry School has been 
reprimanded after he was 
found to have acted inap¬ 
propriately. 

John Gareth Parry 
worked at the school as 
chaplain and part-time 
teacher between September 
2011 and December 2013. 

He was reprimanded by 
the General Teaching Coun¬ 
cil for Wales after a pro¬ 
fessional conduct hearing 
found him guilty of unpro¬ 
fessional conduct. 

Mr Parry, 53, was found to 
have acted inappropriately 
by using a school computer 
to correspond with friends 
and associates after receiv¬ 
ing an email from an adult 
social media website. He 
was also found to have acted 
in an inappropriate manner 
by telling a pupil that he 
could be a male model. 

Peter Williams, chairman 
of the General Teaching 
Council committee, said: 
“There have been no inci¬ 
dents since - it was an iso¬ 
lated lapse.However, his 
behaviour has been unac¬ 
ceptable and it must not 
happen again.” 

A spokesman for Oswestry 
School said: “Our ongoing 
annual policy review had 
already addressed the issues 
highlighted by the GTCW 
inquiry. The headmaster 
and governors are fully sat¬ 
isfied that current practices 
and procedures are fully 
compliant and that children 
are safe and well cared for at 
Oswestry School.” 

Drilling bid 
discussion

FRESH calls have been made for a 20-mile 
section of the A5 near Oswestry to be turned 
into a dual carriageway. 

Campaigners believe the section of road running 
from the outskirts of Shrewsbury up to the junction 


with the A483 at Gledrid 
expanded to be two lanes

A SHOPPING area will be 
given a £15,000 makeover 
in a bid to attract more 
business. 

Puzzle Square in Welsh¬ 
pool will be given a refur¬ 
bishment after Welshpool 
Town Council was awarded 
grant money by a number 
of bodies. The town council 
voted to bring in changes 
including building an arch¬ 
way to the entrance of the 
square from Church Street 
with archway emblems at 
the entrance from Hopkins 
Passage and Boot Street. 

There will also be a puz¬ 
zle sculpture located in the 
square, puzzle emblems on 
the pavement and lists of 
traders on signs at the en¬ 
trance to the square from 
Broad Street. 

The town council is 
spending £1,000 on the 
scheme, with the rest of the 
money coming from Powys 
County Council and other 
organisations. Councillor 
Shane Squibb said: “I think 
it is an excellent idea to give 
the area a real boost and I 
am pleased we have man¬ 
aged to secure this money 
from outside bodies.” 


in North Wales should be 

in both directions. 

1 Members of Weston Rhyn 
Parish Council have pledged 
to write to North Shropshire 
MP Owen Paterson over the 
issue, claiming the stretch 
is the last remaining section 
of an official TransEuro- 
pean Highway running 
from the ports of Dover and 
Felixstowe in the south east 
to Holyhead which is not a 
dual carriageway. 

They have claimed the 
road is now totally inad¬ 
equate for the volume of 
traffic travelling from Ire¬ 
land and industrial areas of 
north east Wales. 

It comes after the Govern¬ 
ment announced plans to 
invest £15 billion in a major 
nationwide road building 
programme. 

Campaigners in north 
Shropshire believe a project 
involving the A5, including 
the Oswestry and Chirk 
bypasses, should have been 
included. 

West Rhyn Parish Coun¬ 
cil clerk Roger Dyke said: 
“The parish council cam¬ 
paigned for the road to be 
a dual carriageway when 
the Oswestry and Chirk by¬ 
passes were constructed.” 

He said members of the 
authority had called for 
the relief roads around 
Oswestry and Chirk to be 
made two lanes in both di¬ 
rections when they were 
built - only for appeals to 
fall on deaf ears. The fresh 
bid has been made as maps 
detailing the proposed route 
of a link road between the 
M54 and M6 and M6 Toll 
were made public.

Hundreds support protest 
over installation of pylons 


UP to 300 people joined a major protest near 
Oswestry against plans to build electricity 
pylons in the area. 

The protest was held at the British Ironwork 
Centre against National Grid’s proposed Mid Wales 
Connection Project, which will see power generated 
by five planned windfarms carried by overhead and 
underground cables through the region’s country¬ 
side. 

The connection would start near Cefn Coch in Mid 


Wales and meet up with the 
national supply at Welsh 
Frankton, near Oswestry, 
but the current planned 
route will see the pylons cut 
across the sculpture park 
being created at the British 
Ironwork Centre. 

Clive Knowles, owner of 
the British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre, said people from across 
the country joined in with 
the protest on Tuesday 
alongside vehicles from the 
Shropshire Military Vehi¬ 
cles Association. 

“We’ve had an amaz¬ 
ing turnout with up to 300 
people - I stopped counting 
after we reached 200,” he 
said. 

“We had people bringing 
their own pickets. It’s been 
quite unexpected and an 
amazing amount of support. 

“A stunning turnout and 
they were all so vocal and 
marvellous. We’ve shouted 
ourselves hoarse.” 

Mr Knowles said he hoped 
the turnout would show 
National Grid the strength 
of feeling over its plans to 
erect the pylons through 
Shropshire while being will¬ 
ing to run cabling under¬ 
ground through the Meifod 
Valley in Powys. 

He said: “National Grid 
came to see us last week and 
I really believe they took on 
board that they can’t blight 
the sculpture park and it 
has a value to Shropshire. 

“I hope they will be com¬ 
ing back with some alter¬ 
native solutions either to 
go further south, still on 
our land but out of view of

the public, or to go under¬ 
ground. 

“We have Shropshire’s 
latest tourist attraction 
here and we’re very worried 
about this. 

“You can’t spend millions 
of pounds only for some¬ 
one to then ride roughshod 
across it. 

“We have something 
unique here that is in dan¬ 
ger of being destroyed.” 

A further round of consul¬ 
tation on the plans is being 
carried out by National 
Grid. 

A series of meetings is 
being held in villages which 
could be affected by the py¬ 
lons. 

National Grid says it is 
obliged to carry out the 
power supply work and says 
it has altered plans after 
worries were raised at an 
earlier round of consulta¬ 
tion. 

Many people, includ¬ 
ing Montgomery MP Glyn 
Davies, say that the pro¬ 
posals by National Grid are 
premature. 

They argue that it is not 
yet clear whether the power 
cable will be even needed be¬ 
cause the go-ahead has not 
been given to the proposed 
Mid Wales windfarms. 

The applications for the 
five windfarms in Mid Wales 
have been the subject of a 
planning inquiry, the re¬ 
sults of which are not likely 
to be known until February 
at the earliest.

Man is jailed for two years for drug offences 


A MAN who turned to drug dealing to 
fund his own habit has been jailed for 
two years. 

Jack Oliver Warden, 26, of High 
Street, Llanfyllin, near Oswestry, ap¬ 
peared at Mold Crown Court, where 
he admitted possessing cocaine with 
intent to supply, and previously offer¬ 
ing to supply cocaine and cannabis. 

Meirion Lewis-Jones, prosecuting, 
said police stopped a Peugeot car in 
Newtown on April 27 in which Warden 
was a passenger. 

He said Warden was seen to hide a 
brown bag between the seat and the 
console which contained cocaine. Po¬ 
lice also found a cocaine wrap in his 
trouser pocket and £300 in cash in the 
glove compartment. 


Mr Lewis-Jones said later at the 
police station Warden’s mobile phone 
was found to contain incriminating 
text messages, and money he had been 
carrying was found to have cocaine 
traces on it. 

He said further items were found at 
Warden’s home including digital scales 
and two cola cans which had been de¬ 
signed with screw tops and jars inside, 
which were suitable for storing a drugs 
stash. 

The court was told that the total 
potential street value of the drugs was 
between £470 and £590. In sentencing, 
Judge Niclas Parry told Warden that 
his actions were entirely calculated. 

He said: “You took a risk for finan¬ 
cial gain. You were prepared to deal 


regularly in class A and B drugs on 
the streets of the community where 
you live. 

“This was profiting at the expense 
of the misery of others in an area of 
Wales where the misery caused by 
drugs is well established. 

“This must be sentenced in a way to 
hopefully deter others.” 

Matthew Dunford, for Warden, said 
his client has no previous convictions 
and had acted entirely out of character 
because of his own drug dependency. 

He said once Warden is released he 
is planning to leave Powys and make 
a fresh start in Cardiff, where his 
brother lives, to get away from the 
environment where his offending oc¬ 
curred.

Ex-court officer is spared 
prison over illegal images 



Advisor is 
jailed over 
£35m scam 

AN Oswestry man who fleeced investors 
out of up to £35m for bizarre ‘sustainable’ 
bio-fuel projects in Cambodia has been 
jailed for six years. 

Stuart Stone, 29, worked as an inde¬ 
pendent financial advisor for Sustainable 
AgroEnergy PLC (SAE) with Gary West, 
53, and James Whale, 40. 

The trio sold 6,000 hectares of land with 
the promise of annual returns of up to 25 
percent, but the company planted less than 
six per cent of the promised area. 

During the trial Southwark Crown Court 
heard the land they sold was dotted with 
unexploded landmines. 

Stone, of Knockin Road Farm, Oswestry, 
was found guilty of two counts of bribery 
and one count of conspiracy to furnish false 
information. 

Simon Berkson, for Stone, said his client 
who was 25 at the time of the offences was 
“very young” but is now married with a 
young child. 

West was jailed for nine years for con¬ 
spiracy to defraud and a further nine years 
for fraudulent trading to run concurrently. 

He received a further four years per 
charge for one count of conspiracy to fur¬ 
nish false information and two counts of 
bribery all to run concurrently but consec¬ 
utively to the nine-year sentence, making 
13 years total. 

Whalewas found guilty of one count of 
fraudulent trading and one count of con¬ 
spiracy to defraud and received two nine 
year sentences to run concurrently. 


her last year. 

The court heard that 11 of the pictures 
were in the most serious category and de¬ 
picted images of bondage. 

Hulse was given a three-year commu¬ 
nity order which includes supervision and 
a lengthy and intensive sex offenders’ pro¬ 
gramme. 

Recorder Nicolas Daly said that, while 
custody would be justified for the more se¬ 
rious images, any sentence he could pass 
would not offer sufficient time for Hulse 
to receive the rehabilitation treatment he 
needed. 

“You have lost your previous good char¬ 
acter and caused considerable embarrass¬ 
ment for both yourself and your family and 
that, in itself, is a significant punishment,” 
he said. 

In addition to the community order 
Hulse will be on the sex offenders’ register 
for five years and subject to an indefinite 
sexual offences prevention order which in¬ 
volves extensive restrictions on his future 
access and use of any computer equipment. 
He was also ordered to pay £300 costs. 

The defendant, who now works as deliv¬ 
ery driver, had been a regular dock officer 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court while working 
for security firm Geo Amey until he left last 
year 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said 
that police recovered a desk top computer 
from the defendant’s home in December 
last year. 

He said that only two of the images were 
accessible by the average user of the com¬ 
puter. 

The rest were retrieved by police com¬ 
puter experts after Hulse revealed the use 
of software for secure deletion of files. 

Hulse had told police he had deleted the 
images because “he knew what he was 
doing was wrong”. 

Mr Stephen Scully, for Hulse, said this 
client had caused embarrassment to his 
family and himself in having to come to 
court, especially in view of his previous oc¬ 
cupation.

Plea issued 
by father 
about crash 

THE father of a young man who died in a 
car crash earlier this year has appealed for 
anyone who saw anything of the crash to 
come forward. 

Shane Vickers, 22, and Philip Madden, 
19, died after the Vauxhall Corsa being 
driven by Mr Madden collided with a tree 
on the A495 at Bronington, near Ellesmere, 
before bursting into flames on October 30. 

Mr Vickers’s father Norman, who lives in 
Oswestry, said he had been kept informed 
of the progress of the police investigation, 
but everything now seems to have gone 
quiet. 

“We’d just like to know what happened,” 
he said. “Just knowing in your own mind 
would make it easier. 

“There was particularly another car 
which hasn’t been found yet. We’d like the 
driver or passengers to come forward just 
so we can know more about what happened. 

“It happened on a Thursday night. If 
anyone remembers anything, please come 
forward.” 

Sergeant Alun Davies, from North Wales 
Police, said: “As a result of our investiga¬ 
tions we are keen to speak to the driver and 
any passengers in a car we believe may have 
been travelling a short distance behind the 
Corsa and which would have continued in 
the direction of Welshampton and Elles¬ 
mere in the moments after the collision.”

Mid and West Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service has launched an investigation to 
determine what caused the fire on Sunday 
morning. 

A number of cars and a coach were de¬ 
stroyed or severely damaged in the severe 
blaze and a couple of explosions were heard 
during the fire. 

Six fire crews were at the scene for sev¬ 
eral hours trying to bring the blaze under 
control. 

The A458 road was closed from the Sarn 
y Bryn Caled roundabout - one of the main 
junctions into Welshpool off the main A483 
route - to the junction with Powis Castle in 
the interests of public safety. 

The stretch of road was reopened to traf¬ 
fic after a number of hours once the emer¬ 
gency services felt it was safe. 

Mr Jones said he arrived at the garage 
off the A458 to the south of Welshpool as 
firefighters were trying to put the blaze out 
on Sunday morning. 

Mr Jones, 41, of Oswestry, said: “The 
main thing is no one was hurt. 

“I got to work this morning and the fire 
was still going. 

“It is a real shock for us and we have no 
idea what could have caused it so we will 
have to wait and see. 

“There were a couple of cars parked in 
the workshop. 

“We do MOT testing in there usually but 
no one was in there at the time of the fire 
and no one has been hurt. 

“It looks completely destroyed and we 
will have to rebuild it. 

“We are keeping positive and it will be 
business as usual for us. 

“We’ve got the petrol station, the store 
and the workshop and we also have the 
motor business where we rent cars and 
vans. 

“You never expect anything like this to 
happen.” 

Mr Jones and Mr Richards took on the 
garage in 2008, running a petrol forecourt, 
offering MOT testing and renting cars, 
vans and buses from the site.

TOWN 


Some days it’s hard to believe 
just what’s going on in this be¬ 
loved country of ours - today 
stands out as one of them. 

I woke to the unbelievable 
news that foreign criminals and 
illegal immigrants have pocketed 
almost £17million in compensa¬ 
tion for being locked up for too 
long while officials fight to deport 
them. 

Yes - that’s not a printing error 
£17million. 

What judge in their right mind 
could award such obscene sums 
of money to sex offenders, rob¬ 
bers and drug dealers who in 
many cases are not supposed to 
be in Britain anyway. 

Apparently their human rights 
were infringed because judges 
have decided they were wrong¬ 
ly detained by the Home Office 

- what a slap in the face for the 
honest British taxpayer. 

That’s £17million that could 
have been invested in our failing 
health service or on improve¬ 
ments to our choking road net¬ 
works. 

Quite frankly I am appalled 
that supposedly intelligent men 
and women can sit in judgement 
and award such vast sums to 
convicted criminals and illegal 
immigrants - going against the 
wishes of our Home Secretary 
and deciding that the human 
right of liberty had been wrongly 
denied. 

In the UK we do not specify 
how long people can be kept 
in immigration detention before 
deportation, with Home Office 
guidance saying it should not 
extend beyond a ‘reasonable 
period’. 

But many illegal immigrants 
refuse to reveal where they are 
from so time is wasted trying to 
locate their homes. 

Others put in asylum claims 
over several years to try to ‘frus¬ 
trate’ attempts to remove them. 

Many cases also involve crimi¬ 
nals who the Home Office do not 
want to release amid concerns 
they are a risk of committing 
more crimes or absconding. 

Once released the majority of 
these people will disappear with¬ 
out trace into our communities 
and continue to live here illegally. 
In one instance, an immigrant - 
branded a ‘one-man crime wave’ 

- was jailed for two years, just a 
year after winning £17,360 com¬ 
pensation for being unlawfully 

detained while awaiting de¬ 
portation. He used at least five 
aliases and claimed to be from 
four countries. 

Some are now pointing fingers 
at Home Office officials for tak¬ 
ing too long over cases but heir 
hands are often tied. They are 
damned if they do and damned 
if they don’t. 

The real problem lies in our 
courtrooms where too many are 
being allowed to hide behind 
“human rights” legislation. 

Just think what good could 
have been done with that 
£17million.

First class service all set 
for Christmas mail rush 


Posties will be run off 
their feet as Christmas 
approaches, pam kingsley

TRADITIONAL letters may be 
being exchanged for emails 
in everyday life, but at Christ¬ 
mas time the Royal Mail and its 
army of hard-working staff is 
still kept busy with millions of 
letters and parcels being sent 
in December. 

Following the Cyber Monday on¬ 
line sales at the beginning of the 
month postal workers across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales are preparing 
for a busy period in the lead up to 
Christmas. 

And it is no different in Oswestry and 
for the town’s team of postal workers. 

Staff at Oswestry’s delivery centre in 
Mile Oak Industrial Estate handle up 
to 7,000 packages a day. But during the 
next few weeks the workers expect to see 
that number double. 

Staff 

And you can add on to that the many 
thousands of cards and letters they will 
be asked to deliver during the Christmas 
season. 

Centre manager Mark Robinson, 52, 
said the company has taken on 230 extra 
staff at the Chester mail sorting depot, 
which sends out the letters for delivery 
in the borders area. 

“Now for us this time of year it’s the 
packages that are the big things, and 
how we keep on top of that,” he said. “We 
don’t have anyone on leave or holiday for 
the two weeks coming up now so we’ve 
got extra staff. “ 

Mr Robinson said the work at the 
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Oswestry delivery centre manager Mark Robinson keeps an eye on things 


Oswestry delivery centre was an around 
the clock production especially because 
of the growth in the popularity of online 
shopping. 

He said: “We’ll have package sorters 
in during the night to sort them be¬ 
cause it would be too much during the 
day time. 

“We really don’t know how many 
packages we’re going to get because 
there’s more competition from other 
companies now, but online shopping 
really is the growth market now. 

“We’re probably up to round about 
6,000 to 7,000 packages a day and the 
likelihood is that will increase consid¬ 
erably. For example today we had in 31 
large containers of packages and 20 of 
large parcels. 

“People still send Christmas cards as 
well. 

“We’ll still have a lot of Christmas 


cards to deal with. People think it’s de¬ 
clining but it’s still a very nice way to 
keep in touch and much more personal 
than an email. 

“I think a lot of people see the post¬ 
man and think it’s an easy job, that all 
they do is walk around. But it’s actu¬ 
ally quite tough. They have to get in, 
sort their route, then go out for several 
hours on the route in all weathers, rain 
or shine or snow.” 

Last December the Royal Mail han¬ 
dled 115 million parcels, peaking at 10 
million on the busiest day. 

Once the regional post has been 
sorted at Chester it is sent to Oswestry, 
with the first delivery arriving at mid¬ 
night. 

Trucks then continue to arrive until 
about 7.30am. 

Mr Robinson, from Newtown, has 
been at the centre for four years in his 


current role. He is one of only a few staff 
to be based mainly at the centre and not 
to go out on a delivery round. 

“We’ve got 80 staff in Oswestry and 
only three or four who work indoors,” 
he said. “The vast majority deliver stuff. 

“We cover 400 square miles and it’s 
quite a rural area. We cover from Lake 
Vyrnwy and Llanfyllin to Arddleen 
and Maesbury, then Whittington and 
Knockin, and Oswestry itself as well 
as other small villages. Town and rural 
rounds are different, particularly with 
our deep rural areas that are a lot of 
driving between each delivery whereas 
with the town it’s all walking.” 

One of the posties who took the job 
precisely because of the amount of walk¬ 
ing involved is Judi Birnie, 50, from Wr¬ 
exham. 

Fit 

She started working in Oswestry in 
July last year and this will be her sec¬ 
ond Christmas. 

“I love it. I’m a keep fit fanatic anyway 
and I used to work in the evenings and 
go to the gym in the day. Now I’m get¬ 
ting paid to keep fit,” she said. 

“My husband’s a postie in Wrexham 
as well. I was in Tesco for years doing 
customer service, talking to the custom¬ 
ers and I do love the people side of this 
job. I like to have a stop and natter.” 

“I think it took a good fortnight to 
find my way around and if I had to do 
another round I’d be lost.” 

Back in the delivery office Mr Robin¬ 
son is preparing for another seasonal 
challenge - the hundreds of cards which 
are sent with missing postcodes or vague 
addresses. 

“We do get so many cards that are 
vaguely addressed and we like to get 
them all delivered, but it does make it 
difficult,” he said. 

“Our big plea this year is for people to 
please make sure they use a postcode to 
make our job a bit easier - especially con¬ 
sidering that we’re going to be dealing 
with tens of thousands of pieces of mail.”

HOW CAN I PREVENT THIRD PARTY FROM STEALING MY DESIGN IDEA? 

Q: I specialise in supplying and fitting platform decking for use on steep gradients and in water. I buy the decking in but want to 
commission the manufacture of a special fixing plate which I have designed which will be more durable in the type of terrain I work on than 
the standard plates I have used previously. There could also be a spin-off opportunity in replacement plates. I am however mindful that I 
should probably protect my design, otherwise the firm I commission to make the plates could produce and offer them to competitors. What do 
I need to do? 

A: Before disclosing any information about your idea or design to a potential manufacturer you should get a non-disclosure agreement 
drawn up. This should clearly define the design and end product as your Intellectual Property (IP) and a copy should be signed by everyone 
you are going to be dealing with, e.g. designer, manufacturer, distributors etc. You should also consider patenting your design and registering 
it as your IP. 

It usually takes around two and a half years to obtain a patent but once you have filed an initial application no-one else will be able to apply 
for a patent for the same thing for twelve months. There will be fees to pay at various stages of the patenting process, with the overall fees 
for obtaining a patent being around A£2500. When you have been granted the full patent it can then be maintained for up to twenty years. 
After four years you would need to renew it annually, for which there would be an increasing fee each time. 

Protection is key from every angle when it comes to IP protection, so seeking legal advice before initiating any action would be the most 
sensible first move.

I WAS disappointed, but not 
surprised to read of Shrop¬ 
shire councillors rejecting 
the planning application for 
a single 500kW wind tur¬ 
bine at Tetchill, near Elles¬ 
mere. 

It is one of a number of 
such planning refusals and 
illustrates the negativity 
causing the withdrawal of 
the community proposal for 
a pair of medium size tur¬ 
bines at Meadowley, near 
Bridgnorth. 

The former would have 
supplied power for around 
280 houses each year - 
around nine per cent of 
Ellesmere area homes - and 
the latter would have pro¬ 
duced around 10 per cent of 
the electricity used by house¬ 
holds in Bridgnorth.There is 
a negative response to most 
applications for renewables, 
such as solar farms and an¬ 
aerobic digesters. There is 
often the call for solar pan¬ 
els on school or factory or 
commercial building roofs, 
but speaking from practi¬ 
cal experience of trying to 
establish such schemes it is 
very difficult to gain their 
agreement. 

It seems it is much more 
easy to establish large scale 
solar farms and that the 
vocal minority expect un¬ 
limited supplies of power in 
Shropshire but want noth¬ 
ing to do with generating 
any of that power locally. 

It is ah the more urgent 
that we in Shropshire play 
our part in acting locally as 
we have little influence at a 
national level.

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8 Councillors 
call for road 
alterations 

MAJOR changes need to be made to a 
controversial one-way system which 
councillors have warned is an accident 
waiting to happen. 

Members of Welshpool Town Council’s 
planning committee said more needs to 
be done to help residents and motorists 
who use the system. 

Councillor Phil Pritchard said he 
wanted to see the system extended up 
High Street past the Jehu Road turning 
which is currently a pinch point on the 
system. 

He said: “I don’t understand why after 
the Jehu Road turn off you have cars 
coming both ways again, it is an accident 
waiting to happen as that turning is one 
of the worst going. 

“If you made it one way all the way to 
the Raven roundabout then you could 
have traffic heading the other way on 
the back road. 

“It would hinder some people and add 
to journeys but I think it would make it 
safer, especially for the people coming 
down Mount Street and then having to 
turn down Jehu Road. 

“It would also eliminate the awkward 
junction at the bottom of Jehu Road with 
Brook Street and I think it would help. 

“I am not suggesting my idea here is 
the best we can come up with but it is a 
suggestion.” 

Councillor Amy Bowen added: “I am 
not sure it will work because for every¬ 
one who lives on the other side of town 
will have to drive all the way up through 
the town centre. It would add to their 
journey times and again add to their fuel 
bills.” The committee agreed to invite 
highways engineers to a meeting in the 
new year to discuss with members what 
changes could be made. 

Last year Powys County Council 
agreed to bring in changes to improve 
safety including an improved pedestrian 
crossing by the Spar shop in Church 
Street and a yellow box junction at the 
Mill Lane/Brook Street/Church Street 
junction.

Hero remembered 


A COMMEMORATIVE display board By Andrew MoiiiS 
in memory of a Welshpool soldier 
who was awarded the Victoria Cross 
for his role in the First World War has 
been unveiled. 

William Waring was 32 when he died in 
Ronssory, France, in 1918. He had been 
leading an attack against enemy machine 
guns when he single-handedly rushed a 
strong-point, bayoneting four of the enemy 
garrison and capturing 20 men with their 
guns. 


The lance-sergeant then reorganised his men, 
leading them for another 400 yards before he fell, 
mortally wounded. 

He was given the Victoria Cross, which is dis¬ 
played at the Royal Welch Fusiliers Museum at 
Caernarfon Castle, North Wales. 

Now Welshpool Town Council has unveiled 
a commemorative display board in the council 
chamber of the town hall. 

It comes as the town council plans to engrave 
a memorial on the side of the stone wall outside 


the town hall as a permanent tribute to Mr War¬ 
ing to commemorate what he did in the war. 

Councillor John Corfield said it was important 
to remember the soldier. Hesaid: “The story of 
what William Waring did in the First Wold War 
is absolutely incredible. 

“How he took on that many men is breathtak¬ 
ing 

“He is one of Welshpool’s most respected sons 
and we do have a small memorial to him in the 
council chamber of the town hall. 

“However, other than the small percentage of 
people who use that room, I am not sure how 
many would even be aware that it is there.”

“I am now in the plan¬ 
ning stage of setting up two 
car parks at perhaps Coed 
y Dinas and the Smithfield 
and taking people in on 
buses form there. There 
would remain priority park¬ 
ing and parking for the disa¬ 
bled at the airport but other 
than that the road would be 
closed and people will have 
to use the buses.”

Fears voiced 
over decision 
to scrap post 

A LEADING farmer from the Oswestry 
area has criticised the European Union’s 
decision to scrap the post of its scientific 
adviser. 

Professor Anne Glover acts as the ad¬ 
visor, but her role will end in January. 

Farmers say her advice had been im¬ 
portant in briefing politicians about is¬ 
sues such as the use of pesticides. 

Critics of European Commission Pres¬ 
ident Jean-Claude Juncker said he had 
decided to scrap the post following a let¬ 
ter from various green groups over the 
summer. 

Malcolm Roberts, a cereal and sheep 
farmer from Maesbury Marsh, Oswestry, 
said he was concerned Professor Glover’s 
removal could hamper research into im¬ 
proving farm production, which is neces¬ 
sary to cope with a growing demand for 
food. 

“I can’t understand the reasoning be¬ 
hind the decision,” he said. 

Mr Roberts, who has been running the 
family farm for 30 years, said the EU’s 
recent decision to ban neonicotinoid 
pesticides because of fears of harm to 
bees meant farmers were having to use 
weaker chemicals in greater quantities. 

“It would be wrong if decisions were 
made without proper scientific research,” 
he said. 

“If we do not have a scientific adviser 
to provide the research, where are we 
going to get this information from? 

Meurig Raymond, president of the Na¬ 
tional Farmer’s Union, said it was deeply 
troubling that the EU had decided to dis¬ 
pense with the post. 

“At a time when we need to address 
serious concerns around food security, 
energy security and the collective EU re¬ 
sponse to the threat of climate change, 
it is deeply concerning that the voice of 
science should be stifled,” he said. 

North Shropshire MP and former En¬ 
vironment Secretary Owen Paterson said 
he believed Prof Glover had been a vic¬ 
tim of the green lobby that had taken a 
dislike to her advice.

Parental 
rule may 
present 
challenges 

LAWYERS at a firm of so¬ 
licitors in Oswestry say the 
introduction of “shared pa¬ 
rental leave”, which allows 
mothers to share statutory 
maternity leave and pay 
with the father, could cause 
headaches for employers. 

The new legislation came 
into effect on December 1 
and will apply to parents of 
children who are due to be 
born or adopted on or after 
April 5. John Merry, partner 
and head of employment at 
Lanyon Bowdler Solicitors, 
based on Church Street, 
said many people did not 
realise how flexible the new 
rules would be. 

He said: “We consider 
that the biggest challenge 
for employers will be the 
ability for employees to 
take a number of different, 
non-continuous, periods of 
leave. 

“A pretty straightfor¬ 
ward exercise of these new 
rights might involve, say, 
the mother taking 20 weeks 
off work and then the father 
taking the next 30 weeks off 
while the mother goes back 
to work.However, at its most 
extreme, an employee could 
implement a ‘one week on 
leave, one week in work’ 
pattern - although any em¬ 
ployee wanting to take more 
than three separate blocks 
of leave would require their 
employer’s consent.”

Tucked up out of 
sight but not mind 


FIELD guides and admittedly, natural 
history writing, can only get you so 
far when it comes to seeking out for 
yourself the wonders of our Salopian 
wildlife. 

I try my very best to educate others on 
our animal cousins and when it’s a little too 
chilly outside, I’m sure you, like me would 
rather curl up in front of the fire and perhaps 
cosily read up on the wonders of wildlife sec¬ 
ond hand. 

A small selection of said guides, articles or books 
can be useful when trying to locate a secretive spe¬ 
cies or two. So before you scrumple these words 
into a ball and place the kindling on top, let’s dip 
into the weird and wonderful world down the rab¬ 
bit hole. Those of you of a sharp-eyed nature will 
have noticed that my illustration this week is not 
of a rabbit or indeed of its hole. It is instead a dor¬ 
mouse, but this animal, through the somewhat 
warped imaginings of Lewis Carroll was made 
famous at the Mad Hatter’s tea party in Alice in 
Wonderland. A somewhat portly figure in that 
book, Carroll was obviously well accustomed to the 
real-life character as it is perhaps the only species 
I’ve come across to be noted in my small-mammal 
guide as ‘of a chubby build’. 

Alas the intriguing little dormouse is sadly not 
common in these parts (or anywhere else for that 
matter) but they do exist in the county and like a 
duck to water, it is the hazel tree that draws what 
individuals remain, like a magnet. 

When they are not asleep (dormir...hence dor¬ 
mouse) they are easily identifiable by their long 
furry tail and large, beautiful black eyes. In many 
countries where wildlife is being lost, it is the fer¬ 
vent will of dedicated conservationists to save the 
big species, the bold, impressive megafauna or the 
stealthy, threatening predators. 

Back in Blighty no one could accuse the dor¬ 
mouse of being either big or threatening. But they 
are - brace yourself - cute. And if we can’t save the

‘cutest’ animals, what hope have we of conserving 
all the others? 

The key to their preservation might he in creat¬ 
ing corridors of hazel trees and hedges because it is 
the fragmentation of their habitat that is currently 
spelling their doom. Yet all this talk of dormice is a 
bit premature. They are after all asleep by now, in 
fact they went to bed in October having hopefully 
and literally reaped a fruitful harvest and stored 
up reserves of fat within themselves (even chubbier 
than usual then). Yes, never has an animal been 
better named. They have been known to hibernate 
for as much as seven months of the year, selecting 
a suitable site close to the ground to build a nest 
in autumn. 

They then curl up and go to sleep until April. 
During hibernation, dormice slow down their bod¬ 
ily functions and enter a state of extreme torpor. 

In this state they feel cold to the touch and take 
some time to rouse themselves when handled. 

However, they do wake up periodically for a few 
hours at a time. 

So although we can turn to guides and books on 
natural history solely to seek out various members 
of the wild menagerie around us, it is good to re¬ 
member that those species that cannot be seen at 
a certain time of the year such as the dormouse, 
the hedgehog and the bat in winter, are never too 
far away. 

And when those animals are in need of a helping 
hand or two come the spring, we would do well to 
educate ourselves and others of their plight during 
these months of reduced wild activity.

Plans drawn 
up to attract 
more doctors 

PLANS are being drawn up in a bid to cut by health chief 
to address a shortage of GPs working in rural areas like 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

A rural doctors conference heard the area is struggling 
to attract newly qualified doctors and practice nurses due 
to its rural nature. 

But bosses at Powys teaching Local Health Board have 
said they have held a workshop to draw up ideas to combat 
the problem. 

Amongst the ideas are holding rural medicine experience 
days for all second year medical students from Cardiff Uni¬ 
versity and starting a social network for young GPs start¬ 
ing work in the region. 

The health board said it will also attempt to raise the 
profile of Powys as somewhere to work and live and pro¬ 
duce higher-profile advertising of vacancies. 

Dr Martin Green, chairman of Montgomeryshire Medical 
Society, said: “Over the years, the Institute of Rural Health 
and Montgomeryshire Medical Society have endeavoured 
to raise the profile amongst school and medical students of 
rural general practice as an exciting career option. 

“We are delighted that Powys tHB is looking at how it 
may be able to support us with this work. 

“We think that there are two major things that would 
help recruitment. We need to have vibrant employment so 
that partners of doctors can get a job in the countryside, 
which is so important today. Some 30 years ago, there was 
one wage earner in the family but today there are two. 

“The second issue is the performance lists for doctors. 
Since devolution each country within the UK has a sepa¬ 
rate Performance List which all GPs have to apply to before 
being able to practice in England, Wales and Scotland. 

“I can’t see why there couldn’t be a unified performance 
list for the whole of the UK, which would save so much time 
and unnecessary duplication of effort.” 

A spokesman for the health board said: “We have tried 
to reflect the wide range of ideas that could be considered 
to try and improve the recruitment and retention of the 
medical and practice nursing workforce. 

“These ideas, together with other suggestions, will be 
looked at by the health board to support practices in creat¬ 
ing a plan for the future.”

French flair, c’est si chic

It looks good in a cheeky, prop¬ 
erly modern way and its little en¬ 
gine lives under the boot floor, 
to intrigue the techies among 
us; both features giving the new 
Twingo a promising start in life. 

It’s got a lot to live up to. Version 
one arrived in 1992 and was an in¬ 
stant hit, with just the right amount of 
French chic to sit it at the top of many 
twenty-somethings automotive wish 
lists across mainland Europe. 

The success of their baby may even 
have surprised its parent, for no right-hand 
drive was ever offered. Didn’t stop some 
Brits buying, and loving, the left-handed 
model, whose comparative narrowness 
helped a helmsman sitting on the wrong 
side of the car. 

Twingo II arrived in 2007, was available 
with UK-sided steering and sold tolerably 
well, despite losing its charm and look¬ 
ing like any number of other small family 
hatches. 

Now comes Twingo III and Renault has 
found its small car mojo again, with add¬ 
ed practicality thanks to a bold decision to 
switch ends for the engine. 

That move pays off in several ways, from 
allowing a stretched passenger cabin de¬ 
spite being shorter overall (and now with 
four passenger doors for the first time), to 
letting the front wheels turn much more 
sharply, for a turning circle that will make 
drivers chuckle the first time they make a 
U-turn on a narrow country road. 

Other car makers stick to the usual front 
engine, front-wheel drive formula because 


to change would cost a fortune. Renault 
can take the rearward route because 
it’s sharing design costs with Mercedes- 
owned Smart, whose own version of the 
car is due soon, and looks like an update 
of the original, rear-engined cutie you see 
tucked into unlikely parking spots all over 
European cities. 

Packing the engine away at the back 
doesn’t badly compromise boot space, 
which can anyway be boosted by folding 
down the rear seats. The front passenger 
seat backrest flops forward too, allowing 
you to carry ‘a Swedish flat-pack book¬ 
case’. So that’s the trip to Ikea sorted, then. 

There are more storage areas in the 
doors and under the rear seat, although a 
wobbly lidded bin in front of the gearlever 
was soon dispatched to the rear in the test 
car as it snagged the driver’s left leg. 

Every new Twingo has four doors. Re¬ 
nault says the popularity of two-door city 
cars is falling by the month and has styled 
its new baby with hidden releases at the 
rear, for the more coupe look of a two-door 
but with added practicality. Mums with ba¬ 
bies to clip into the rear will thank Renault 
particularly. 

Prices of the new Twingo range from 
£9,495 to £11,695, with all but the dearest 
using the same 1.0 litre engine and clearly 
aimed at a life in the city. The most expen¬ 
sive version actually has a slightly smaller 
(898cc) engine but with a power boosting 
turbo fitted for more convincing out of town 
performance. 

The smaller engine is expected to take 
most sales and was a charming compan¬ 
ion on the test route that took in hills and 
city centre and a decent stretch of dual car¬ 
riageway too.

It makes the familiar throb of other 
three-cylinder power units and, allied to a 
crisp gearchange and light steering, soon 
had this driver smiling at the brio of this lit¬ 
tle charmer. 

The more powerful version was no¬ 
ticeably quicker but felt coarser and the 
gearchange and steering were less user 
friendly. 

It did, however, record 46mpg on the 
briskly driven test route compared to a 
disappointing 40mpg of the smaller engine 


Twingo, perhaps because it needed less 
peddle to the metal coaxing. 

Like many new small cars, there is a 
world of personalisation for buyers, who 
can add different coloured parts all around 
the interior and body flashes and bolder 
alloys on the outside. Smartphones can 
be attached to a dashboard cradle, adding 
satellite navigation and your music library 
at a fingertip stretch. The top Dynamique 
trim of the test car includes cruise control, 
alloy wheels and air conditioning.

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Audi looking to the future

Audi sees plug-in hybrids as the 
future and has revealed the A3 
e-tron Sportback - an exciting 
glimpse into the future. 

The award-winning third generation 
A3 has been redesigned as a highly 
efficient, five-seat plug-in hybrid elec¬ 
tric vehicle suitable for everyday use 
and represents the company’s first 
move into the sector. 

And the launch really is a glimpse into 
Audi’s future because this may be the 
company’s first production car to use plug¬ 
in technology but you can soon expect to 
seethe technology move into A6 and even 
Q7 in the near future. 


It’s a huge statement from the compa¬ 
ny you would normally associate with high 
powered, luxury transport - but the new ar¬ 
rival offers very few compromises. 

The car on test was an A3 Sportback 
with a 1.4 turbocharged engine which de¬ 
veloped 148bhp. The clever bit comes with 
the addition of a lOIbhp electric motor 
integrated into the six-speed dual-clutch 
gearbox, providing a combined 350Nm of 
torque - that’s VW Golf territory. 

The man in the street needs to know 
what all that does to his performance fig¬ 
ures and he isn’t going to be disappoint¬ 
ed. You can expect 0-62mph in a very im¬ 
pressive 7.6 seconds and a top speed of 
138mph. 

He also wants to know what his running 
costs are going to be and that’s where 
both private and fleet buyers are going to

In electric mode those emissions disap¬ 
pear completely. You can expect to aver¬ 
age over 60mpg. 

A button on the A3’s centre console al¬ 
lows selection of pure EV or hybrid-running 
modes, and there’s also a ‘charge save’ 
setting which leaves the battery alone in 
anticipation of urban running later in your 
journey. A fourth mode utilises the 1.4 en¬ 
gine as a battery-charging alternator. 


It all sounds a bit complex but the 
easy way is to just get in and drive. In a 
few hours I was confidently switching 
modes to get the best performance from 
the A3. 

If you really need to find out how good 
this car is simply compare it with the A3 
Sportback 2.0TDi S Tronic. There’s 36 per 
cent more power and three per cent more 
torque. C02 levels are down by 68 per 
cent, while there’s 175 per cent more miles 
per gallon. 

Top speed is up by 3mph and 0-62mph 
drops by less than a second. And don’t for¬ 
get there’s no car tax to pay and only five 
per cent BIK. 

Sensors 

Significant additional e-tron equipment 
includes all weather LED headlights, 17in 
alloys, light and rain sensors, MMI Naviga¬ 
tion Plus with Audi Connect, advanced key 
technology, rear parking sensors, rear roof 
spoiler and a charging cable kit. 

There’s also a smartphone-accessible 
e-tron app available providing remote con¬ 
trol. That means you can pre-programme 
departure times to ensure a full battery; 
pre-programme climate control and re¬ 
motely monitor charge status. 

There’s a price to pay for all this technol¬ 
ogy though and the test model would set 
you back close to £35,000, rising to nearer 
£40,000 with additions such as a panoram¬ 
ic sunroof and heated seats. That is a lot 
of money. 

History tells us though that Audi don’t 
get things wrong too often so this little 
glimpse into the future is one well worth re¬ 
membering and keep an keen eye out for 
future developments.
